REVIEW OF NEW BOOKAS

Buffum. Reesived from Claxton, Remsen
& Haffellinger,

The anthor of this series of sketches was
well known a8 a journdlist of much ability.
He waa attached to several of the leading pa-
pert of the United States, and distingnished
himsell as & vigorous and foreible writer on a
vast number of topics. In 1858 he wen! to
Europe, and finally settled himself in Paris ns
hoad of a bureau of correspondence, in' which
employment he eontinued up to the time of
his death, which ocourred not many months

ago, at the age of forty-one,

With the edueated eye of an experienced
journalist Mr., Buffum saw everything, and
knew how to present the salient points of a
landscape so as to bring the scene vividly be-
fore his readers, 'With all the vigor and forea
of a well-trained newspaper corcespondent,
his style is not withont elegance, and his
pketches are entertaining and anhmsted in
their deseriptions of persons, places, and the
characterigtio scenery of Enropo. Asna speci-
men of this work, we quote the following de-
geription of rowlette as played at Hombourg: —

“I sball never forget my luitintion into
the mysteries of rowlefle. It wns muny years
aga, upon o Long Ialand race-course, where an
individual in a white hat, half covered with
orape, s very flash vest and extravagani goard-
chaln, was inviting custom by the not very at-
tractive assurance to his prospective vietims that
‘the more they put down the less they would
pick up.! 8o far as the fact was concerned, he
wag perfectly correct, and It must have been
that there was avéln of honesty runuing through
his nature which would not permit him to lend
himself to a decoptlon. The wheel he used Wil
a ‘twenty-elght roulette,’ with ‘advantages' to
the bank of a ‘single’ and ‘double zero,’ and an
‘engle'—three in thirty-one, or o little less than
ten per cent. But when it is understood that,
besides these apparvent and legitimate advan-
tages, the wheel was what is known to the ini-
tinted a3 o ‘snapper,” and that by simply touch-
ing a little concealed spring the honest indi-
vidual In the white hat and flnsh vest could
cause the ball to drop Into ‘red" or ‘black’at
pleasure, it requires no very Intimate Rmowlodee
of the doetrine of probabillties to perceive that
the prospect of winning at that game was ‘poor
indeed.” I know that all the pocket-money I
had been saving for months disappeared 'ﬁk«
dew In a June morning, and that I was obliged
to content myself with short commons of candy
and cinnamon cigars for along time afterward.

“Tt Is not probable that nt Hombourg the game
of rouletle 1s played with such a certainty of
profit to the bank and loss to the player, bat, on
the contrary, the legltimate adyantages are con-
siderably Jess than  they are at Baden-Badeo,
where the ‘percentage’ of the bank is derived
from a ‘single' nnd ‘double zero,” while at Hom-
bourg the former only militates against the
player. The game Is played unpon a long table,
covered with green cloth, around which the

Inyers sit or stand. In the centre of the table

o large hole, in which the rowlelte s fixed.
This consists of a nu_n'inr_ eylinder, the peri-
phery of which is divided into thirty-seven com-
partments, severally numbered from 0 to 36, and
separated from ench other by little wires of
brags, The cylinder is put in motion Ly a push
ngainst one of the four branches, forming o
crogs, which surmount 1f, During its move-
ment a little ivory ball is thrown In the opposite
direction; and this spinning round for a minute
or more upon the ]mmm’ulﬁc art of the appa-
ratus, finally falls into one of the Lhirr_..\--su\'eu
compartments, These, besides, containing each
a number, alternate in color—one being ‘red,’
the next ‘black,’ and so around the entire cir-
cumference of the eylinder, Upon the number
into which the hall “falle dopends the winniog
or 10‘8111 of all the stakes upon the table.

YAL either end of the fapis verd, on each slde
of the cylinder, the thirty-seven numbers which
it contains are palnted in three columns, and the
other chances which may be staked upon desig-
nated.

“Now, althongh at first view roulsife :\F[‘(‘..‘lf-
to be an exceedingly complicated game, it 1s in
reality a very simple one. The bazis of it—the

rindipte on which it depends—is the evident
act that the ball, having. been whirled by the
finger of the operator around the cylinder, must
finally full into one of the compartments of (he
wheel; of these there are thirty-seven. and the

of noir, pair or dwpadr, which designae the
odd or cven numbers upon mangiue and pases,
the former comprising the numbors from one o
eightoen Inclusive, the latter from nincteen to
thirty-slx. J

oIt i= o elngulae seene, one of theso gaming-
tabless  Around I, from cleven in the morsiog
until eleven at night, sit or stand the players, an
exceodipgly ‘mixed’ assomblage, gozing with
covetous eyes npon the plles of gold and ellver

nced bafore the bankers, and wiatching with
'ntnmcnt Intereet the fluctunting clinnées of the
game. There are males and females, eld and
young, leaders 1n the grand monde, and leaders
and satellites In the demb-monde; e who
play because they have plenty of money, nud
with to nmuse themselves, nnd people who play
becanse they bave but little money, amd witt
more. There are noblomen and tided ladies in
abundance, and there are tradesmen and profes-
glonal men and gamblers, all itting or standing,
and elbowing, snd brov 'in- Into the closest con-
tact with each other, 'Lhura are hard-faced poo-
sle, men and women, sitting ot the tables, who
ive year in and out at Hombourg, and make
gambling a professioff. These are unsually per-
#ons who have small, fixed incomes, and who
flatter themselves that they hatve discovered
‘systems’ by which the gnmes can be beaten, snd
the eruel dl\'illlt_\' of chinnce elrcpmventod, and
who frequently sit for Lours carefully noling the
numbers a4 they appenr at ronlelle, or prickiog
with a pin upon cards furnished for the purpose
the winning color nt rouge-eé-nofr, walting for
the eombination 1o arrive which 15 embraced lo
thelr ‘system.’ ’

*These ‘systems’ for winning at the bank are
numerons, bt are all bo<ed upon the fallacy
that chance is gulded by law, whieh, if there be
any such thiog as ‘chance,’ is a contradiction in
termme, Thesimplest and most appareat ‘sys-
tem’ for winning at a banking ganme—one which
;l{apmrs mlpable and positive to the nninitinted
player—is that of commencing with a small
stake, and doubling It untll it wing, when it Is
evident that the player will be the gainer by the
amount of his original. etake. ut there are
three formidable obstacles barring the way to
the success of this plan; eould these be removed,
the plan would be an excellgnt ope, and one
which would nssuredly ruin all the gaming-
tables of the world. The first of these ls the
Inck of sufficient caplial to enable an ordinary
player to endure the losses, Buppose a player
ut roulette, for example, in the application of
this ‘system,’ should commence l-fr staking a
five-franc plece upon one of the ‘simple chaneces,’
gay, to simplify the matier, npon ‘red,’ and sup-
pose that ‘red” should lose, 0 red or black not
unfrequently does, twenty times in succession —
his last stake would, in thiz case, nmount to
2,621,440 francs, and the entire amount lost in
the twenty bets to 5,201,015, or about o milllon
dollare. 1t is only the old school-boy lustra-
tlon of the nalls In the horseshoe, on a little
larger scale. If the player were able to com-
mence with a emall =take, were there no Hmit to
the amount which he shonld be allowed to bet,
it 1s evident that, with an unlimited ecapital, he
could, by this ‘system,’ inevitably and surely
win. But the bdnk s too wise to permit this,
and the stalces at nll banking cames are Hmited
ni elther extremity with a ‘minimum,’ above
which no stake will be accepred. At Hombourk
the minimum at rowlelle Is fixed st one, and at
rouge-et-noir, two floring; and the maximum
upon the ‘simple cliances' at rouletle is four
thousand, and at rouge-et-noir five thousand six
hundred florins; g0 that o player commencing
with the minimum at the former, would only
need to lose twelve consecative Lets to attain
the maximum, where he would be obliged, if he
followed out his system, to return to his original
elake, after having lost four thousand and
elghty-three florins In the attempt to win one,
which is all he would Lave done had he at any
time in the serles of twelve gained o single
stnke. A little practical experience in this mut-
ter of winning at a bauking rame by ‘doubling’
will soon convinee any one, to his cost, of the
Impracticability of the ‘system.” But, besldes
the obstacles mentioned, there Is another, which
no amount of care, circumspection, or holdness
can overcome—the ‘percentage’ of the bank—
the fact that when ‘zéro’ n]]rf_mrf, at rouletle, or
the refait at rouge-ct-noir, all partics on all sides
and colors lose. This is sufficlent alone to ruln
allealeulations, and destroy all probabilities of
€V ¢T permanently winning by a ‘system.’

“Apother exceedingly plausible ‘system’ of
winning at a banking game s one based npon
the theory of the ‘equilibrium of chances' em-
Uraced In the aphorism that, ‘within a glven
period, two simple chances will appear an equal
number of times.! The practics lication of
this system, the Infnmhiflry of wit n author,
who has révently published a book of advice to
players, showing them how they cun surely win,
snys is ‘ns cerinin ns the return of day after
night,’ is pluying upon *color,’ or any other sim-
ple chance, when it has elther not appesred ot
all In a cortain number of times, or when it 1s

objoet of the player, who wishes to bet upon
singlennmbers, ig of course to hit the winoing |
one. Inorder to simplify the explanation of
the chances at rouletfe, let it be supposed that n
florin—rhe smallest sum permitted to be staked
at Hombourg—be placed by thirty-seven differ-
ent pluyers, one upon each number on the lapis.
One of these must evidently be the winniog
nunber, while all the rest . must lose. Let it be
supposed that the ball, after spinning until it
loses its momentum, drops into compartment
‘six," which Is declared the winning oumber. |
The oroupier then takes the florin from each
one of the other numbers, amounting to thirty-
six floring, and pays thirty-flve of them to the
fortunate better upon *six,” the winnlng nnmber,
Were the game a perfectly cven one, did the
bank have no ‘sdvantage’ other than the player,
it will be readily seen that the latier should in
this case recelve thirty-six Instead of thirty-five
floring, But here i2 exhibited the ‘percentage.’
which exists in all banking pames, and which at
Hombourg provides the moeans for ding and
furnishing these eplendid salons, and keoping
in order these mognificent gardens, This ‘pur-
centage,’ as will bie
or two nud twenty-six thirty-sevenths per cent. |
Tomnke still plainer this matter of *pereent-
age' which obinins In all banking pames, and |
whick is but Hetle understood by the uninitinted,
let it be supposed that o slngle player at roulette
should place an equal amount, sav one florin,
upon each number from zevo to thirty-six Inely-
sive, itds evident that he will win upon one,
and losg on all the others, Now, were the game
played without any ‘percentage’ or ‘advantage’
to the bpuk, the banker should take the money
from each and all of the losing numbers, and
place it upon the winning one. The layer
would then receive thirly-six floring 1n addition
to the one he placed upon the winning number;
and this making up the amount he had staked
ullmn them all, he might thns continue playing
without profit or loss to the endof tlme. ™ But s |
Al present the game s arvanged, the player
wuutl loge one torln at each turn of the wheel,
and In this manner the bank wonld, sooner or
Inter, eat up the largest capital, without the
player having the slightest possible ¢hance of
winulng., Now although, of course, no player
wonld be shly enough to bet in this manner,
where i¢ ie palpable that ho ust lose and can-
not win, It must be borme in mind that, oven
though he bet upon but o single number, this
Bame poercentage, or &d\‘illiu;.:t'. of the bhank,
which canpot in any manner be avolded, still re-
maing, and that it must In thme absorb his capl-
tal in the bank, Buppose a player to bet upon
a single number during a whole day, week,
month, or year—unow the probability is that, us
there are thirty#even numbers, one of which |
must win st each turn of the wheel, each one
will make its appoaranee once in thirty-seven
timee. Bui should this be literally exemplified
in the turning of the wheel, our player in gach
series of thirty-seven, during which he wduld
loge thirty-six times nnd win onee, would still
bo the Joserof the florin; as in th
times that he lost he would lose th
while the one winning woul

1f for example,
In a hundred turns of the roulette, ‘black' had
:l"]lt‘;l!‘t_‘ll but twenty times, and ‘red’ eighty, the
player upon this ‘system’ would, with the idea
of ‘restoring the equilibrinm,’ commence betting
ond doubling upon the black. Bat in this ‘sys-
vem' there I8 no more certainty than in any of
the others, It Is probable,althougli by no means
certaln, or capable of demonstration, either
theoretieally or praotleally, that the axiom
assumed Is correct, that were a man to live to
the age of Methuse!ah, and should he in his cap-
liest youth commence tossing a penny in the
air, and continge this nmusement during sixteen
hours n day up to the time of his death—it is
prolable, although Uy no means positive, that
during this long perlod of time nearly an equal
number of *heads' and *talls’ must have made
thelr appearance. But the attempt practically
to apply this theory of ‘equilibrinm' to any
Himit 'IH space of time—to bours. days, or even
years—is, as any one can easily satisfy himself
by trying it, n simple absurdity.

UBUll more palpable and loviting to a voune
ver s the Idea that, after o ‘simple chance

ost & conslderable numbor of times con-
secutively, It must soon win.  If, for example,
b roulette, the ‘red” bns appeared at elght spc-
cessive turns of the wheel, 1t soems evident to
the superficial enleulutor that the probabilities
are strongly in favor of ‘black” on the next turn,
and the temptation ::-Hut upon it 1s to the neo-
phyte almost Irregistible, " But this s a futal
error. Chance is subject to a dertaln dezres of
calenlation, guided to a certidn extont by mathe-
matienl law,  Before the penny hins been wossed,
the chances are exactly eguul that v will full
with ‘head’ or ‘tail' uppermost, but the proba-
bllity Is us three to one that ‘Leads' will not
iLppear twice in sucoession—as BEVOND W Oune
agalnst three consecutlve appearances, as fifteen
to one ngalnst four, and s0 on v arlthmetieal
progression.  But when these probabllities have
been surmounted, when the penny actually bas
fallen with the ‘head” up ad e
tosses, the chances again b cdthe exautly equal
that it will fall ‘head’ or ‘Wil' upon the firth,
there belng, after the former bas been made, o
connection between the fourth aud fAfth (o=,
The sume rule applies o rowlolle or rougi-vt-
nolr, Before the turn of the wheel, the clinnoes
are ug 255 to 1 that red or black will not win
elght thnes in suecession; but, having done o,
upon the ninth turn the probabilities are reli-
tvely just what they were on the fiest, and the
chaneces of red or Llack wlonlog or losing ex-
actly egual,

“"One of the most favorite of the ‘svatems’
pln}_'cd ut Hombourg and  Baden-Baden, both
agninst rowlette and rougeel-noir, and one the
plausibility of which ia partienlarly striking, Is
that known s the ‘decomposed elght.' The
theory of this rf'elvln Is that no eight coups will
come in précisely the same order twice (o sue-
cesslon. Thus, for example: I nt rowlste,
durlng elght consceutive turns of the wheel,
‘red' bas appesnred wwice, then ‘black® twieo.
then ‘red’ onmce, aud black three times, (he
Ialn\'cr of the ‘decomposed eight’ 1s prepared to
nck bis oplnlon that the next elght tarus will
not yield precisely the same mtﬁl. in exactly
thie sume order. To profit by this, he bots the
minlmum of one flovin upon the ‘black,” If jt
wing, his object Is aceomplished; his ‘systom’ is
verified; e hngawvon his florin, and propares to
attack the following elght coups In the same
manper. But shonld 1t Jose, he' then, nothin
diuunted, places two florios upon the black:’ FI
that loge, four upon the ‘red;’ that lesing, eight

In snch case the player wonld exactly reverso

This syetem, upon which a book hag been writ-
ten, showing how, with a eaplital of two hundrad
and fifty-six floring, a certain and sure profit of
sixty florlus a day may be made ot roulette, is,
bhowever, as fallacions as any of the others. Its
plausibility is very much helghtencd by the
assnmed irregularity of the coups in the series
of eight ngainst which it Is proposed to be
played. In principle, it wonld be precisely the
snme to nesnme that after ‘black' had :nlppunrcd
eight thmes in succession, it counld not lImmedl-
ately appear elght times more. The second
series of clght Is quite as likely to follow the
first, In what may be ealled frrcgu]ur..m in
regular order; it is just as robable that in six-
teen turns of the wheel the last series of elght
should be the same as the first, as that the ‘red’
or *black,’ or any other ‘simple chance,’ should
appear sixteen times In succession, which It
does by no means unfrequently,

*There are many other more or less eompli-
cated ‘systems,” professors of which are fonnd
ready to tonch them to verdant pupils at all
the gaming-hells of Europe. It mav be safely
gnld, however, that all are based upon fallacles,
and Lhat, at least while the bank retains ite
‘percentage, and limits the players to a ‘maxi-
mum' and ‘minimnn,’ no bunking game can be
beaten by a ‘system.’ "
